HARTWELL BUILDINGS 
DAMAGED BY BLAZE 


HARTWELL, Ga., Oct. 21.—(/)— 
A. early morning fire in the heart of 
the business section here Wednesday 
virtually destroyed two buildings, 
damaged a third and caused an ex- 
plosion that shook the windows from 
surrounding structures. 

Several persons, one a fireman from 
Anderson, S. C., were injured by the 
flying glass.

Meanwhile the department store 
and the hardware and furniture store 
were virtually destroyed and _ the 
flames spread to do slight damage to 
the Birdsie feed store. 

Dynamite in the hardware store 
was blamed for the explosion that 
shook the entire business section. The 
fire broke out about 3 a. m. (FE. S. T.) 
and was finally brought under con- 
trol, after several hours’ battle. The 
cause had not been determined early 
today. 

Hartwell, the seat of Hart county, 
in northeast Georgia, is a town of 
about 3,000 population.

Accidental, .;ury Finds 

NEWNAN, Ga., Oct, 21.—(/)— 
A coroner's jury Wednesday pub- 
lished a verdict in the case of Char- 
lie H. Stamps, and said he lost hie 
life accidentally in the burning of 
his residence here late Sunday 
night. 

The jury’s verdict read: “We, the 
jury, find that Charlie H. Stamps 
came to his death by being caught 
in a burning building. The origin 
of the fire is unknown to this jury.” 

Stamps’ body, burned beyond 
recognition, was found in the ashes 
of the house.

It was thought at first that 
Stamps had met with foul play, but 
after hearing evidence that close 
friends and relatives had been with 
Stamps until a short time before 
the fire, the jury decided death was 
accidental.

The Rey. J. M. Williams, Rochelle, 
Ga., minister, today pleaded with a 
jury to acquit him o the charge of 
slaying his son, saying he was inno- 
cent. 

“Please remember, gentlemen of the 
jury, that I have suffered me for 
something of which I am absolutely 
innocent. No one ean right that 
wrong. You can only keep it from go- 
ing further,” he said. 

The minister is charged by the 
state with slaying his 19-year-old 
son, Raford Grady Williams, in or- 
der to collect $2,500 insurance to cover 
losses from cotton futures market 
speculation. ‘The sailor was found 
shot to death in a millyard near here 
on August 5. 

“T could not have murdered the boy 
of my own flesh and blood, to whom 
I was both mother and father after 
the death of his mother,’ the min- 
ister said. 

“The horror of his death was as 
nothing compared with the horror I 
have had inflicted on me by being ar- 
rested for this murder. Save me and 
my family from a third shock by send- 
ing me back to them a free man to 
be the kind of husband and father 
I have always tried to _ be,” he 
pleaded. 

“I realized when the officers began 
to question me about a crime I had 
never committed that they were try- 
ing to trap me and I refused to an- 
swer some of the questions. It was 
then that they put on pressure 


pressure. 

“My wife, the dearest of women, 
has stuck by me in this thing. She 
has been both an ideal wife and an 
ideal stepmother to my children who 


were left motherless when my first | 


wife died.” 

He said he had recé¢ived “more than 
nine hundred persons into the church 
on profession of faith during his 15 
years as a minister. I ask you to 
forget that ministry, however, and 
try me as a man who is caught in 
the clutch of circumstances and must 
look to you for justice.

He was unable to name 
the night, but defense attorneys drew 
from the testimony the conclusion 
that it was Tuesday night, August 4.
